ISLAMABAD (AFP) - The 
United Nations warned Mon¬ 
day that up to 3.5 million chil¬ 
dren were at risk from 
water-borne diseases in Pak¬ 
istan's floods and said it was 
bracing for thousands of poten¬ 
tial cholera cases.

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Fresh rains threaten further 
anguish for millions of people 
who have been affected by the 
country's worst floods for 80 
years and UN chief Ban Ki- 
moon has urged the world to 
speed up international aid ur¬ 
gently. 

Described as the worst hu¬ 
manitarian crisis in the world 
today, the three-week disaster 
has affected 20 million people, 
and has destroyed crops, infra¬ 
structure, towns and villages, 
according to the Pakistani gov¬ 
ernment. 

The United Nations has 
launched an aid appeal for 460 
million dollars, but charities 
say the response has been slug¬ 
gish and flood survivors on the 
ground have lashed out against 
the weak civilian government 
for failing to help. 

Aid agencies are struggling 
to get funds for millions of 
Pakistan flood victims because 
the country suffers from an 
"image deficit," aid officials 
said, with some blaming per¬ 
ceived links with the Taliban 
and terrorism. 

Elizabeth Byrs, spokes¬ 
woman of the UN Office for 
the Coordination of Humani¬ 
tarian Affairs, said: "We note 
often an image deficit with re¬ 


gards to Pakistan among West¬ 
ern public opinion." 

As a result, Pakistan is 
among countries that are 
poorly financed, like Yemen," 
she added. 

Melanie Brooks, spokes¬ 
woman of the aid group Care 
International insisted that the 
United Nations must explain to 
donor states that "the money is 
not going to go to the hands of 
the Taliban." 

"The victims are the moth¬ 
ers, the farmers, children. But 
in the past, information linked 
to Pakistan has always been 
linked to (the) Taliban and ter¬ 
rorism," she said. 

Maurizio Giuliano, 

spokesman for the UN Office 
for the Coordination of Hu¬ 
manitarian Affairs (OCHA), 
feared that Pakistan was on the 
brink of a "second wave of 
death" unless more donor 
funds materialised. 

"Up to 3.5 million children 
are at high risk of deadly 
water-borne diseases, includ¬ 
ing diarrhoea-related, such as 
watery diarrhoea and dysen¬ 
tery," he said, estimating the 
total number at risk from such 
diseases at six million. 

Typhoid and hepatitis A and 
E are also concerns, he said. 


Top US senator opposes 
mosque near Ground Zero 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Democratic Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid, fighting a 
tough reelection battle, said 
Monday a mosque should not 
be built near the site of the 
September 11, 2001 terrorist 
strikes in New York. 

The US Constitution's 
"First Amendment protects 
freedom of religion. Senator 
Reid respects that but thinks 
that the mosque should be built 
someplace else," said the Ne¬ 
vada lawmaker's spokesman, 
Jim Manley. 

Manley's comments came 
after President Barack Obama 
waded into the political contro¬ 
versy at the weekend, saying 
that the mosque's planners have 
the right to build at the site, but 
that he neither explicitly favors 
nor opposes doing so. 

Republicans including for¬ 
mer vice presidential hopeful 
Sarah Palin and some other po¬ 
tential 2012 White House 
hopefuls have sharply assailed 
plans to build an Islamic cen¬ 
ter, including a mosque, two 


city blocks away from the site 
of the former World Trade 
Center, an urban scar com¬ 
monly called "Ground Zero" 

Manley questioned whether 
Republicans were "being sin¬ 
cere," noting their ranks in 
Congress blocked a bill to help 
emergency workers who re¬ 
sponded to the attacks in 2001 
and now suffer serious, related 
health problems. 

"If the Republicans are 
being sincere, they would help 
us pass this long overdue bill 
to help the first responders 
whose health and livelihoods 
have been devastated because 
of their bravery on 9-11, rather 
than continuing to block this 
much-needed legislation," he 
said in a statement. 

Republicans have de¬ 
nounced the planned construc¬ 
tion on grounds that building a 
Muslim place of worship near 
the place where Islamist ex¬ 
tremists attacked the United 
States is offensive to the vic¬ 
tims of 9-11. 


Screen star Michael Douglas in 
fight with throat cancer 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Oscar-winning US actor 
Michael Douglas, 65, is 
fighting throat cancer and 
will undergo chemotherapy, 
People magazine reported 
Monday. 


Hollywood royalty Dou¬ 
glas, a son of screen legend 
Kirk Douglas, was set to re¬ 
ceive eight weeks of radiation 
and chemotherapy treatment, 
his spokesman told People on¬ 
line. 

His doctors expect Douglas 
to make a full recovery, the 
spokesperson added. 

"I am very optimistic," 
Douglas was quoted as saying 
in a statement. 

His spokesperson did not 
immediately confirm the re¬ 
port to AFP.

Lightning crashes 
Colombian plane, one killed 
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BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) 
- At least one person was 
killed and 120 injured yester¬ 
day when a plane crash- 
landed after being struck by 
lightning at an airport on the 
Colombian island of San An¬ 
dres, a resort island of 78,000 
people about 120 miles (190 
kilometers) east of the 
Nicaraguan coast, aviation 
officials said. 

Ronald Tascon, director of 
Colombia's civil aviation au¬ 
thority, said some 120 people 


on the Aires air¬ 
line flight carry¬ 
ing 131 people 
were hurt in the 
accident, five of 
them seriously. 

Authorities 
said the Boeing 
737-700 plane 
plane was struck 
by lightning upon 
its descent toward 
Gustavo Rojas 
Pinilla airport on 
the popular resort 

island. 

A statement issued by 
Colombia's national police 
de- partment said that the air¬ 
craft broke into three pieces 
in the crash. 

The lightning strike oc¬ 
curred with the plane less 
than 80 meters from the run¬ 
way just seconds before 
touching down. 

Authorities said the plane 
departed Bogota shortly after 
midnight and crashed in San 
Andres about two hours later.

For Android newbies: questions, 
answered 


Sure, you’ve heard of An¬ 
droid — as in Android 
phones, which are multiply¬ 
ing like rabbits and taking the 
smartphone world by storm, 
giving even the mighty 
iPhone a run for its money. 
But are you still a little shaky 
on the Android basics? Do 
you turn into a wallflower 
when the subject comes up 
during cocktail parties? Read 
on. 

What is Android, any¬ 
way? 

At the most basic level, 
Android is an operating sys¬ 
tem for touchscreen smart¬ 
phones — it’s the software 
engine that drives all the 
menus, windows, home 
screens and internal opera¬ 
tions of any Android-pow¬ 
ered smartphone, the same 
way that iOS powers the 
iPhone and the BlackBerry 
OS runs BlackBerry hand¬ 
sets. 

Android was developed by 
Google and first announced 
in 2007, with the very first 
Android-based phone — the 
T-Mobile G. 

What’s so special about 
Android? 

Unlike the proprietary 
iPhone operating system 
(now known as ”iOS,”), 
which is under the complete 
control of Apple — and the 
same goes for Research in 
Motion’s BlackBerry OS or 
Microsoft’s Windows Phone 
platform — Google released 
Android as an open-source 
OS under the auspices of the 
Open Handset Alliance, leav¬ 
ing phone manufacturers (rel¬ 
atively) free to tweak 
Android as they see fit for a 
given handset. 

That’s one thing that’s 
special about Android. An¬ 
other thing is that it just hap¬ 
pens to be a really good OS, 
the first one in the post- 
iPhone wireless era to really 
give Apple a run for its 
money. Android is fast and 
powerful, with an intuitive 
user interface that’s packed 
with options and flexibility. 
It’s also being constantly im¬ 
proved courtesy of the big 
brains at Google, making the 
Android experience sleeker 
by the day. 

Are Android phones 
called "Droids"? 

Not necessarily. ’’Droid” is 
a brand name used by Veri¬ 
zon Wireless for its Android- 
based phones — the Droid X, 
the Droid Eris, the Droid In¬ 
credible and so on. The HTC 
Evo 4G on Sprint is not a 
’’Droid,” per se, but it’s still 
an Android smartphone. 


Why choose an Android 
phone over an iPhone? 

One reason to go the 
Google way is that Android 
phones boast tight integration 
with Google services like 
Gmail, Google Calendar, 
Google Contacts and Google 
Voice — perfect for anyone 
who uses Google for all their 
e-mails, contacts and events. 
Indeed, one of the coolest 
things about Android phones 
is that the first time you fire 
one up, you enter your 
Google user name and pass¬ 
word, and voila: All your 
Google messages, contacts 
and other info start syncing 
into your new handset auto¬ 
matically, no desktop syncing 
needed. 

Android is also far more 
open when it comes to appli¬ 
cations. Whereas Apple takes 
a ’’walled garden” approach 
to its App Store, Google 
won’t restrict you from in¬ 
stalling apps that aren’t fea¬ 
tured in its official Android 
Marketplace. iPhone users, 
on the other hand, must ’’jail- 
break” their phones if they 
want to install apps that 
weren’t approved by Apple 
for inclusion in the App 
Store. 

Last but not least, because 
Android is open to all manu¬ 
facturers, a wide variety of 
Android phones are available 
to choose from — big and 
small, souped-up and pared- 
down, some with slide-out 
keyboards (good luck con¬ 
vincing Steve Jobs to put a 
slide-out QWERTY on the 
iPhone) and some that are all¬ 
touchscreen, all the time. In¬ 
deed, in the past few months, 
a new Android phone has de¬ 
buted practically every week, 
while we only get a single 
new iPhone each year. 

What are the downsides 
of Android? 


The Android OS isn’t 
quite as forgiving to wireless 
beginners as the iPhone is. 
Setting up your e-mail, con¬ 
tacts and calendar on Android 
is a breeze (if you’re all about 
Gmail, that is), but when it 
comes to, say, your music 
and videos, you’re on your 
own with Android, which 
lacks an official media sync¬ 
ing client for the desktop. 
With the iPhone, you do all 
your syncing on easy-to-use 
iTunes, which also lets you 
manage your e-mail ac¬ 
counts, contacts, apps and 
photos. Then again, you can 
only use iTunes for syncing 
the iPhone, while Android 
users have a variety of third- 
party options. 

That’s just one example, 
but in general, Android gives 
you more options and choices 
about how you manage your 
phone and your mobile con¬ 
tent — great for experienced 
and advanced users, but poten¬ 
tially intimidating for newbies. 

On the other hand, while 
beginners might appreciate 
the (usually) smooth, user- 
friendly experience that 
Apple has devised for the 
iPhone, advanced users may 
(and often do) get frustrated 
by Apple’s tight control over 
what they can and can’t do on 
the iPhone. It’s a trade-off, 
plain and simple, and your 
choice of platform depends 
on what’s right for you. 

How many apps are 
available for Android? 

About 70,000 or so, grow¬ 
ing by the day — still just a 
fraction of the 225,000-plus 
apps in the Apple App Store, 
but the official Android Mar¬ 
ketplace has quite the head of 
steam, not to mention plenty 
of goodwill from the devel¬ 
oper community given that 
Google doesn’t give apps the 
star-chamber treatment.

Infidelity rises when she makes more 
than he does 



A new study finds that men 
are more likely to cheat if 
their income is much lower 
than what their wife or fe¬ 
male partner makes, while 
women are more likely to 
fool around if they make 
more than their husband or 
male partner. 

The findings suggest that 
disparities in moneymaking 
play a significant role in infi¬ 
delity, at least among the 
young couples they studied. 

’’With women, they were 
less likely to engage in infi¬ 
delity the less money they 
make relative to their hus¬ 
band,” said study author 
Christin Munsch. Munsch, a 
graduate student at Cornell 
University, said she came up 
with the idea of studying the 
effects of income on infi¬ 
delity after hearing from a 
friend who has cheated on his 
partner. He told Munsch that 


’’she made all the money, she 
had all the friends, and he'd 
moved up there to be with 
her. He felt completely pow¬ 
erless.” 

So she examined the re¬ 
sults of a national survey that 
tracked 9,000 people begin¬ 
ning in 1997 when they were 
children. She focused on the 
results of the survey from 
2001-2007, when the partici¬ 
pants were between 17 and 
27 years old. 

Munsch found that almost 
7 percent of the men reported 
having sex outside their rela¬ 
tionships between 2002 and 
2007, while about 3 percent 
of women did. Black and 
Hispanic men were more 
likely than white men to have 
fooled around. 

Two lifestyle factors, 
higher education and regular 
religious observance, seem to 
help keep infidelity at bay for 
both men and women, the 
study found. 

But factors having to do 
with money — such as the 
man making more or less 
than his wife or female part¬ 
ner — did increase the risk of 


If you're a woman and 
"you make more money than 
your partner, your partner 
isn't 100 percent likely to 
cheat,” Munsch stressed. 

Still, money appeared to 
be a significant factor. 

Men who make less than 
their wives may lean toward 
infidelity because they feel a 
"gender identity threat," 
Munsch speculated.

Canadian researchers 
looked at 11,326 men and 
women age 65 and older in 
Quebec who had partial hip 
surgery between 1997 and 
2004. Those who received 
home care after leaving the 
hospital were 43 percent less 
likely to die within three 
months after their surgery 
than those who didn't receive

Eurozone inflation rises 


to 1.7% in July 


BRUSSELS, August 16, 
2010 (AFP) - Inflation in the 
16-nation eurozone rose to 
1.7 percent in July, its high¬ 
est level in nearly two years, 
European Union data 
showed yesterday confir¬ 
ming a previous estimate. 

The 12-month rate had 
slipped to 1.4 percent in 
June, but has risen almost 
continuously from 0.5 per¬ 
cent last November as the 
bloc emerged from the worst 
recession since the 1930s. 

Inflation in the single cur¬ 


rency area in July was the 
highest since November 
2008, when it stood at 2.1 
percent — just above the Eu¬ 
ropean Central Bank's core 
economic target of 2.0 per¬ 
cent. 

In the wider, 2 7-nation 
EU, which includes non-euro 
member Britain, annual infla¬ 
tion rose to 2.1 percent in 
July compared to 1.9 percent 
a month earlier, the EU's Eu¬ 
rostat data agency, the Statis¬ 
tical Office of the European 
Communities, said.

How can you tell the differ¬ 
ence between what’s a feature 
and a benefit? 

Well, you can ask the ques¬ 
tion: “How will that benefit 
me?” If you get an answer, 
then you’re still looking at fea¬ 
ture. 

Keep asking yourself that 
same question, over and over 
again, until you don’t get an 
answer. That last answer you 
come up with then is your be¬ 
nefit. 

To begin with, start by pre¬ 
tending this is a brand new 
product, even if it’s 10 years 
old. Pretend that your cus¬ 
tomer has never used or seen 
this product. 

As we did above, take each 
feature and list the benefits the 


customers receive because of 
that feature. 

Then ask customer about 
the product. Can they think of 
other ways to use this product? 
What are the benefits to them? 
This might surprise you. 

If this is a new product, test 
it with a few customers to get 
their feedback. 

Does the product deliver 
true value to the customer? 

Believe me, the more bene¬ 
fits the product has, the less 
important price becomes. 

And the more value you 
place factually on those bene¬ 
fits, the higher price customers 
will be willing to pay. 

Last, but not least, you must 
reflect the benefits you have 
discovered in all of your adver¬ 
tising and promotions. 

One warning though... 
when you do this, your compe¬ 
tition will most probably fol¬ 
low your lead and do the same 
thing. However, in the eyes of 
your customers and your po¬ 
tential customers, they will al¬ 
ways know that you did it first. 

It’s always better to be the 
company introducing the ben¬ 
efits that the copycat.

Major gem trading company bans 
Zimbabwe diamonds 


JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (AFP) - A major gem 
trading group yesterday 
banned the sale of diamonds 
from Zimbabwe's Marange 
mines, saying the watchdog 
Kimberley Process could not 
guarantee they were not "blood 
diamonds." 

The US-based Rapaport 
Group, one of the world's 
largest gem trading networks, 
said it would expel any traders 
who knowingly sold diamonds 
from Marange, despite a deci¬ 
sion by the UN-sanctioned 
Kimberley Process to allow 
Zimbabwe to proceed with an 
auction of some of the dia¬ 
monds last week. 

"We will not tolerate the 
use of our trading networks for 


the distribution of diamonds 
involved in human rights vio¬ 
lations," said a statement from 
chairman Martin Rapaport. 

"RapNet, the Rapaport Di¬ 
amond Trading Network, will 
not allow the trading of any 
diamonds sourced from Ma¬ 
range, Zimbabwe. Members 
found to have knowingly of¬ 
fered Marange diamonds for 
sale on RapNet will be ex¬ 
pelled and their names will be 
publicly communicated." 

The Zimbabwean military 
seized control of the Marange 
fields in late 2008, forcing out 
tens of thousands of small- 
scale miners and killing about 
200, according to human rights 
groups. 

Soldiers then beat and 


raped villagers to force them to 
mine the gems in early 2009, 
the groups say. 

Kimberley Process moni¬ 
tors last month ruled that 
abuses at Marange had stopped 
and allowed cash-starved Zim¬ 
babwe to hold an auction for 
stones mined during the last 
two months. 

But Rapaport, an industry 
firebrand which has sharply 
criticized the Kimberley Pro¬ 
cess, said the watchdog group 
could not guarantee the mining 
of the stones was free of vio¬ 
lence. 

"There is no assurance that 
diamonds with Kimberley 
Process certification are free of 
human rights violations," he 
said.

’’Sometimes if the families 
are willing to give a hefty fee 
then actors even change their 
work schedule,” he said, 
adding that families also plan 
their pre-wedding parties 
around the stars’ diaries. 

’’Even though everyone 
knows it is a financial deal, 
the actors make the family 
members feel as if they are 
genuine friends. They hug the 
groom and bride, crack a 
joke: all this is just to lift the 
couple’s status,” Dharewa 
told AFP. 

And it can be quick bucks 
too. ’’Come for ten minutes, 
smile, talk to the guests, 
make the hosts feel special 
and get out. That’s it,” he 
said. 

A 2010 report by Capgem- 
ini and Merrill Lynch Wealth 
Management said India’s dol¬ 
lar millionaire population 
grew by 51 percent last year 
to 126,700 individuals. 

With weddings tradition¬ 
ally the central focus of In¬ 
dian life, the new wave of 
money has created ever- 
higher demands for lavish, 
unique marriage celebrations.

COPENHAGEN, Denmark 
(AFP) - American music leg¬ 
end Bob Dylan, who has 
turned to painting in his later 
years, will unveil a new set of 
works in Copenhagen next 
month, the National Gallery 
of Denmark announced Mon¬ 
day. 

Some 40 acrylic paintings 
and eight drawings from 
Dylan’s ’’Brazil Series” cre¬ 
ated especially for Denmark’s 
largest museum, also known 
as the Statens Museum for 
Kunst, will go on display from 
September 4 to January 30. 

”It was an honor to be 
asked and a thrilling chal¬ 
lenge,” said the 68-year-old 
folk music icon better known 
for his songs such as ”Mr 
Tambourine Man” and 
’’Blowin’ in the Wind”. 

”1 chose Brazil as a subject 
because I have been there 
many times and I like the at¬ 
mosphere,” Dylan said in a 
statement published by the 
museum. 

His new paintings ’’show 
the scenes from daily life in 
the cities, the slums and the 


countryside in Brazil where 
Bob Dylan has been several 
times,” the museum’s curator 
and director, Kaspar Monrad 
told AFP. 

The collection includes 
depictions of wine growers, 
gypsies, politicians, gamblers 
and gangsters, ’’underlying 
the artist’s fascination for the 
diversity of this country,” 
Monrad added. 

Dylan’s style was ’’in¬ 
spired by American realism 
from the start of the 20th cen¬ 
tury and deep affinity with 
painters... such as Matisse in 
the 1920s,” the curator said. 

It was the Danish museum 
that contacted Dylan’s agent at 
the end of 2008 to invite him 
to paint a new set of works for 
the gallery, which Dylan 
worked on between 2009 and 
the first half of this year. 

”I’ve been to the National 
Gallery of Denmark and it 
definitely is an impressive art 
museum. It was more than a 
little surprising when I was 
asked to create works specif¬ 
ically for this museum,” 
Dylan said.

Pavin high on Tiger but no 
guarantees for Ryder Cup

MILWAUKEE (AFP) - US 
Ryder Cup captain Corey 
Pavin said Monday that Tiger 
Woods is ’’high on my list” of 
possible captain's picks, but 
still would not say for certain 
the world number one would 
be chosen. 

Speaking a day after 
Woods finished tied for 28th 
at the PGA Championship, 
Pavin praised Woods but 
would not commit to adding 
him as one of four picks he 
has to complete a 12-man 
roster after eight players 
qualified on points Sunday. 

Woods has not won since 
a sex scandal exploded 
around him last November, 
leading to a five-month golf 
layoff and the destruction of 
an iconic image that made 
him the first billion-dollar 
sportsman. 

After firing the worst 72- 
hole score of his 14-year pro¬ 
fessional career and his first 
over-par four rounds at any 
event since 2003 the week 
before at a World Golf Cham¬ 
pionships event, Woods im¬ 
proved his form at the last 
2010 major. 

"He played better last 
week,” Pavin said. ”He's 
working on some things that

seem to be improving his 
game. So I was obviously 
pleased to see that happen.” 

Woods said he wants to 
play on the US Ryder Cup 
team that will defend the tro¬ 
phy against Europe on Octo¬ 
ber 1-3 in Wales. 

”He wants to play and he 
wants to be on the team,” 
Pavin said. "Again, he's high 
on my list. He's certainly a 
big consideration, no doubt.” 

Among the other US play¬ 
ers hoping for a Ryder Cup 
captain's pick are 2009 US 
Open winner Lucas Glover, 
2009 British Open champion 
Stewart Cink, Anthony Kim, 
Zach Johnson, Bo Van Pelt, 
Ben Crane, Nick Watney, 
Sean O'Hair and Rick 
Barnes. 

Woods, who finished nine 
strokes behind German win¬ 
ner Martin Kaymer at the 
PGA, has now matched the 
longest major win drought of 
his career at 10, the most re¬ 
cent of his 14 major titles 
coming at the 2008 US Open. 

Woods, still chasing the 
record 18 majors won by 
JackNicklaus, is expected by 
many to be on the US squad 
despite a losing record in 
foursomes and four-ball

FIFA team to 
inspect Russia’s 
World Cup bid 

MOSCOW (AFP) - A delega- 
tion of FIFA inspectors ar¬ 
rived on Monday in Saint 
Petersburg to evaluate the vi¬ 
ability of Russia's bid to host 
the 2018 or the 2022 World 
Cup. 

The six-man board, led by 
the Chilean Football Federa¬ 
tion President Harold Mayne- 
Nicholls, landed at St 
Petersburg's Pulkovo airport 
to open a round of visits to 
the country's proposed World 
Cup host cities. 

They were joined by Russ¬ 
ian Football Union (RFU) 
chief Sergei Fursenko and 
Sports Minister Vitaly 
Mutko, who are set to present 
the country's bid to FIFA del¬ 
egates. 

Russia is the inspectors' 
fifth stop in their tour of nine 
countries that are bidding to 
host the 2018 or 2022 tourna¬ 
ments.

McGrady, who has played 
only 65 games in the past two 
NBA seasons due to knee in¬ 
juries, signed a one-year free 
agent deal with the Detroit 
Pistons worth 1.3 million dol¬ 
lars on Monday. 

The 31 -year-old guard 
struggled last season in 24 
games for the New York 
Knicks, averaging only 9.4 
points as a starter after aver¬ 
aging 22.1 points a game in 
12 prior NBA seasons. 

"I was coming back from 
an injury and I wasn't healthy 
enough to play the way that I 
will be able to play this sea¬ 
son," McGrady said. "The 


difference between my knee 
last year and this year is night 
and day." 

McGrady's stops have in¬ 
cluded three seasons in 
Toronto, four in Orlando and 
five with Houston. McGrady 
has never played on a team 
that advanced past the first 
round of the NBA playoffs. 

McGrady won NBA scor¬ 
ing crowns in 2003 and 2004, 
averaging a career-best 32.1 
points a game in Orlando in 
2003 and 28.0 points a game 
the following season before 
being traded to Houston. 

In recent seasons, the 
playmaker has struggled with 
back woes and microfracture 
knee surgery.

DAMBULLA (AFP) - Viren- 
der Sehwag cracked a robust 
99 not out to help India post 
a comfortable six-wicket vic¬ 
tory over Sri Lanka in the tri¬ 
angular one-day series on 
Monday. 

The opener hit two sixes 
and 11 fours in his 100-ball 
knock as India raced to the 
171 -run target with more than 
15 overs to spare in the day- 
night match for their first win 
in two matches. 

New Zealand and Sri 
Lanka also have one win 
each in two matches. Each 
side will play the other twice 
in the preliminary league be¬ 
fore the top two qualify for 
the final on August 28. 

Sehwag, 31, was one short 
of his 13th one-day hundred 
when the match ended with 
off-spinner Suraj Randiv's 
no-ball, which was eventu¬ 
ally smashed for a six by the 
batsman. 


"It happens in cricket," 
said man-of-the-match Se¬ 
hwag. "The other team does¬ 
n’t want anybody to score a 
hundred against them. 

"They tried their best. It 
doesn't matter to me — 99 or 
100. We were thinking of the 
bonus point and got it." 

Sri Lankan seamers An¬ 
gelo Mathews took two 
wickets and Dilhara Fer¬ 
nando one to reduce India to 
32-3 before Sehwag came to 
his team's rescue with a re¬ 
sponsible innings. 

He put on 59 for the fourth 
wicket with Suresh Raina 
(21) and 80 for the unbroken 
fifth wicket with skipper Ma- 
hendra Singh Dhoni (23 not 
out) to ensure an emphatic 
victory. 

India earlier put in a disci¬ 
plined bowling performance 
to bowl Sri Lanka out for 
170.
